Des- 
cribing some of his. experiences in 
rian bush—the home 
of witcheraft—Mr. Talbot said:— 
“The bush, with its soft green twi- 
light, dark shadows, and quivering 
lights, is peopled by many terrors, 
but among these ‘‘oje’ or witcheraft, 
reigns supreme. Should the suspie- 
jon of witchcraft fall upon any one, 
only trial by ordeal can free them. 
The most usual one is that of eating 
esere, a poisonous bean which almost 
invariably kills the suspected per- 
son. The ordeals of boiling oil, pour- 
ed upon the palms of the hands, and 
of pepper-corns inserted in the eyes, 
are far less dreaded, not only because 
their results are practically never fa- 
tal, but because the physical anguish 
entailed is acknolwedged to be less 
intenso than that caused by esere. 


One of the most interesting dis- 
coveries was that of the Lake of the 
D-ad in the Oban country. 


The name of this Lake, said Mr, 
Talbot, occurs in many of the tribal 
songs, but for a long time I could not 
discover the meaning of the word, 
and all inquiries failed to elicit infor- 
mation, and when I believed I was in 
the neighborhood of this haunted spot 
and altered my course, my carriers 
begged to be allowed to proceed, and 
were left behind. After a struggle 
through dense bush we could see.the 
edge of a sheet of water, along the 
banks of which were the holes of 
crocodiles, whose tracks covered the 
shore. The scene was a weird one: 
the sirface was absolutely still, and 
round about were 10 feet high bushes, 
with what were apparently great tufts 
of creamy flowers. These, however, 
proved to be nests of tree-frogs. 

The place is a sanctury for all wild 
things, for no hunter would dare to 
penetrate the bush to this dreaded 
spot. As we stood at the edge gaz- 


ing out over the water its quiet was’ 


suddenly broken by a broad ripple, 
and little fish were seen to spring 
agitatedly above the surface.” A 
great python was crossing, and this 
we learned, shared with the croco- 
diles the guardianship of the Sacred 
Lake 

Describing a visit to a district 
where all the houses were built of 
ebony, Mr. Talbot said: 

The side of our tent almost touch- 
ed a little ebony hut built. over a 
large and gruesome-looking pot, the 
sides of which were ornamented with 
iron hooks. Before-this! about breast 
high, ‘and the length of a man, was a 
kind of altar made of stout ebony 
blocks. In front of our tent door 
was a tall carved pillar, ornamented 
with strings,of human skulls. . The 
people all had the filed teeth.and-thin, 
sarunken appearence which are al- 
ways associated with cannibal rites, 
and although they one and all stout- 
ly denied knowledge of anything of 
the kind, every one of our carriers 
said that not only was the pot in -the 
little hut meant for the sacrifice of 
human victims, but the two hideous 
mud figures of a god and godess in 
another shed on the further side of 
the carved pillar had had their heads 
worn away by the constant libations 
of human blood poured over, them.

“BUTTERMILK 


It Is Rich im Protein, the Most Costly 
of Food Ingredients 

An ordinary glass. of buttermilk 
contains about as much nutriment as 
two ounces of bread, a good sized po- 
tato or a half pint of oysters, says a 
bulletin of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. It thus con- 
tains about the same food constitu- 
ents as skim milk, but it has an added 
hygienic value because the protein is 
more easily digested than the protein 
in skimmilk and therefore is often 
prescribed by physicians for chfidren 
and invalids, especially those suffer- 
ing from intestinal trouble. 

Protein, being the most costly of 
food ingredients, is the one most like- 
ly to be lacking in inexpensive meals, 
and this is the nutrient which both 
skimmilk and buttermilk supply in a 
cheap and useful form, and when 
taken with bread or used in cooking 
they fofm-a very fibtritious addition 
to the diet. Two and one-half quarts 
of skimmilk or buttermilk contain 
about the same amount of protein as 
one pound of round steak and cost 
about one-quarter. as much. Two 
quarts of milk. have a greater nutriext 
value than one quart of oysters. The 
nutrient in the form of oysters would 
cost 30 to 50 cents, while the skim- 
milk or buttermilk would have a value 
on the farm of from 2 to 4 cents.

Some yeats ago one of the repre- 
sentatives from the Agricultural Col- 
lege was visiting an up-to-date farm- 
er in the country, and the farmer 
showed hinf a field of wheat which 
illustrated this harrowing in &@ re 
markable manner. 

A storm had passed over that sec- 
tion of the country and about one and 
a half inches of rain had fallen. It 
had been a dashing shower and had 
packed the surface of the ground con- 
siderably. The grain was from four 
to six inches high, and the farmer 
had been advised to harrow the ground 
to prevent evaporation. He sent his 
hired mah to do the work, who hitch- 
ed on to the harrow and dragged it 
diagorally across the field of wheat, 
and then around the outside of the 
field some five or six times, He-then 
became disgusted with the work be- 
cause it appeared that he was drag- 
ging out so much of the grain and re- 
ported the fact to the farmer who 
ordered the work to be discontinued. 

By “he time the grain had headed 
the marks of the harrowed sections 
could be plainly seen. The place 
where it had been dragged diagonally 
across the fleld produced ‘grain at 
least eight or ten inches higher than 
that on either side which had not 
been harrowed, and along the edges 
of the field the grain was in a like 
condition. The grain of the field 
that had not been touched by the 
harrow was not to be compared with 
the harrowed grain, either in appear- 
ance, size of plants or heads of grain. 
The yield from the harrowed portion 
was practically double that from the 
unharrowed portion. 

It simply. shows that. the bharrow- 
ing and loosening of the surface seil, 
even though it did destroy some of 
the plants, conserved the moisture and 
benefited those plants that were left 
in such a marked degree that it ma- 
terially increased the yield from that 
field, and shows that this practice 
could be employed to advantage by 
all farmers —Dry Farming.

1885, there have been 9,984 crema- 
tions in Great Britain. . At the pre- 
sent time there are 13 crematoriums 
in Germany, six of which started op- 
erations last year. A law has been 
recently passed permitting cremations 
in Prussia. 

In Switzerland there are now ten 
crematoriums, three of which belong 
to the municipalities of Basel, Geneva 
and Zurich.

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How it Will Increase the Car 
_ Shortage 


From time to time the grain-grow- 
ers of Western Canada are faced with 
problems affecting the disposal of the 
products of their labor; questions 
that require the most careful consid- 
eration. ‘To come to a satisfactory 
conclusion on these vexing problems 
demands a thorough investigation of 
all the possible results which would 
arlse fromthe adoption of the pro- 
posals made. » To often the actual 
results of the operation of the pro- 
posed schemes are obsured by parties 
interested in securing pecuniary ad- 
vantages. 

Such a scheme is the one now be- 
fore the Western grain growers, in 
which an effort is being made to es- 
tablish a sample market for the 
handling of grain. The imaginary 
berfefits of such a market are extolled 
while the injuries that would result 
from it are utterly ignored. Chief 
among the faults that may be found 
with the proposed scheme is the 
greater length of time which would 
be consumed in conveying the grains 
from the point of shipment to the lake 
front. 

Every farmer knows the value of 
the rapid transit of grain from the 
farm to the market. The present 
ery from one end of the country to 
the other is that the railways are too 
slow i.. moving the crop. There are 
too few cars and insufficient motive 
power. And yet the establishment 
of a sample market would further 
lengthen the time of transit and les- 
sen the abilities of the railways to 
handle the crop. 


Next fall, one of the railways will 
be hauling into Winnipeg at least 500 
carloads of grain every day. Should 
a sample market be established the 
grain would be sold by separate car- 
loads cn samplhe, and ordered out on 
time. The whole railway yard can- 
not be switched to pick out a partic- 
ular car as each order is received, so 
that there will have to be a rule to 
start switching cars every night after 
five o'clock. This means, therefore, 
that a car of grain reaching Winnipeg 
after eleven o'clock on Saturday 
morning would not start to be switch- 
ed until after five o'clock on Monday 
evening, as the grain would not be 
disposed of at the grain exchange be- 
fore Monday. 

Cars that reached Winnipeg before 
eleven o'clock Saturday marning and 
were switched Saturday evening 
would be shipped on Sunday. But 
on Monday there would be no grain 
moving out of Winnipeg. That means 
that practically no grain would be 
shipped out of Winnipeg for twenty- 
four hours each week. The same 
thing would occur on Thanksgiving 
Day and the other holidays. 

Making the very best allowances 
it means that one day in every seven 
would be lost. and as there are only 
seventy-seven day In which the crop 
moves, which would include eleven 
Sundays and at least ore holiday, it 
means that the ability of the rail- 
ways to move the crop would be les- 
sened by twelve days’ out of seventy- 
seven, or roughly speaking, the trans- 
portation facilities of the railways of 
the Northwest would be cut down by 
at least sixteen per cent. 


Then, taking into consideration the 
glut that would take place at the lake 
front through the rush of grain there 
in the first part of the week owing 
to the hold up at Winnipeg over Sun- 
day, it is not an exaggeration to say 
that the power of the railways to 
move the crop would be reduced by 
twenty-five per cent. 

The agitators for a sample market 

are saying that the railways should 
add to their rolling stock and yard 
facilities. But every man who exer- 
elses common sense knows that not- 
withstanding their heavy  expendl- 
tures and every effort they were able 
to make the railways haye been barely 
able to keep up with the large in- 
rreasen In the crops produced in the 
West. It is apparent, therefore, that 
{f the railways are hampered-in their 
movement of the crop to the extent 
of twenty or twenfy-five per cent, that 
the grain blockade will be worse than 
ever before, 
,» The western farmer {s well aware 
that a grain blockade always works 
to the detriment of those who raise 
the grain and to the advantage of 
‘hose who buy erain and hold tt itn 
chelr elevators. The resultsvof the 
grain blockade of last fall are still 
felt In the West Let the farmers 
consider.the results of a blockade 
twenty-five per cent worse than the 
las™one before they consent to the 
establishment of a Sample market and 
its attendant evils.

PRIMITIVE SURGERY 


Some Prehistoric Skulle Show Evk 
~  dences of Trepanning 


There is no doubt that soine rough 
form of surgery must have existed 
from very ancient times, but it is 
strange to find that so complex and 
delicate an operation as trepanning 
is one o! the oldest. 

So far as actual report go, Hippo- 
crates gives the earliest account. He 
wrote treatises on fractures, dislooa- 
tions, and wounds of the head, tn 
waich he described the method of pro- 
cedure to be followed in case of a. 
fractured skull. His direction was 
to cut away a plece of bone, so that 
the pressure on the brain might be 
relieved, 

There are also records about this 
time and later of a file being used for 
this purpose, which at a time when 
anaesthetics were undreamed of, must 
have been, to say the least, painful. 

AcecmMing to Dr. T. Rice Holmes, 
the operaticn of removing the pieces 
of bone was performed long before 
historic times. The effects on the 
skull sre easily seen after death, and 
are visible so long as the bones are 
preserved. 

From inspection of certain skulls 
of the later stone age in ancient 
Britain, Dr. Holmes has come to the 
conclusion that some of these had 
undergone an operation which must 
have been performed with a stone im- 
plement.—London Standard.
